Such are the facts behind the 
outwardly magnificent facades of 
Italy today and yet the little chil- 
dren in the village canteen I vis- 
ited continue to recite their daily 
prayer after eating the food that 
is given them: 

“I thank you, God, for all the 
good things which I have received 
so that | may grow strong and 
healthy and honor I] Duce. God 
let him lve for the future of 
Italy.”

From time to time men in the public eye 
have voiced striking phrases on the theme of 
“what this nation needs.” Vice President 
Marshall of the Woodrow Wilson administra- 
tion won renown by saying what the nation 
then needed was “a good five-cent cigar.” 


Recently a Republican congressman found 
a snappy phrase that seemed to please his 
constituents in “what Washington needs is 
less gas and more gasoline.” 

However, all previous witticisms on this 
order fade into insignificance when the truth 
of a new, and deadly serious phrase, attributed 
to Wilson, of WPB, is heard. This new phrase 
is, “What this nation needs is a man to lead 
it in prayer.” 

The war is progressing favorably, though 
undoubtedly the crucial period is near. Yet, 
when the war is over, the victory won, will then 
come the time when America will most seri- 
ously need the hand of providence to guide 
her course through the devious paths of 
ciplomacy toward the highroad of lasting peace. 

From those, both abroad and at home, who 
would betray the men who have fought and 
who have died for the four freedoms, we need 
divine protection. If, in our stumbling human 
way we fail as we failed a quarter century 
aco. we shal] but doom our children’s children 
to another war some 30 or 40 years hence. 

We, of the Allied Nations, have been blessed 
with magnificent leaders in this war. Churchill, 

Chiang Kai-shek and Roosevelt have 
revealed genius unsurpassed as commanders- 
of the fighting Allies. 

But they cannot remain at the helm of

Another Stalingrad? 

It is but natural that chief interest in 
America, in so far as the war campaigns go, 
should center on Sicily and on our efforts to 
take Munda from the Japanese. That is where 
our men are fighting and, inevitably and 
properly, our hearts and our prayers go first 
to the battlefields where Georgia boys face 
stubborn foes. 

However, in appraising the war situation as 
a whole, it would be serious error to overlook 
the potentialities in the Russian advances 
around Orel. From north, east and south the 
Red armies are steadily forming a trap around 
that great Nazi stronghold. * They may, at any 
moment, cut the rail line between Orel and 
Bryansk, an achievement which would sever 
the last line of rail retreat for the Germans in 
Orel. 

It is quite possible that Orel will repeat 
the story of Stalingrad. It will always be re- 
membered, at Stalingrad, that great Germans 
there were trapped, destroyed or captured. Hit- 
ler lost 400,000 men at Stalingrad and gigantic 
masses of equipment and supplies. 

If another loss of like magnitude occurs at 
Orel, it will be a contribution to victory which, 
measured by manpower, exceeds both Tunisia 
fand Sicily combined, so far. We took 200,000 
prisoners in Tunisia. We have taken something 
less than 50,000, so far, in Sicily, 


Of course in the grand strategy of the war, 
measured by ground gained and advances 
made, Tunisia and Sicily are more important 
even, than Stalingrad. For the former open 
the door to Europe, whereas Stalingrad, heroic 
and magnificent as it was, merely marked the 
stoppage of German advance and the key to 
Russian territory gains through counterattack, 

When the victory is won in this war no 
nation will have any right to claim one iota 
of greater credit than her allies. If it had not 
been for Russian heroism at Leningrad, Stalin- 
grad, Sevastopol and at innumerable other 
points along the long line; had it not been 
for Britain’s glorious defeat of the Luftwaffe 
in the days of the blitz and for her stark 
courage when she alone fought the Battle of 
the Atlantic, we should have lost before we 
could begin to fight. 

And had it not been for the Americans in 
Tunisia, for the dogged persistence of our men 
under MacArthur in the Pacific and for the 
work of our Navy in all the seven seas, the 
United Nations would still have lost. 

Again, had it not been for the miraculous 
bravery of the Chinese, through six years of 
hellish invasion, the outcome of our war with 
Japan would scarcely be in doubt—to our sor- 
row. 

No, when the final story is told, it must 
be emphasized that without any one of the 
four great allied nations the victory would have 
gone to the Axis. There is credit and glory

That should be disappointing to a host of 
Americans, both Republicans and Democrats, 
who saw in the Willkie challenge an oppor- 
tunity to eliminate the isolationist issue in the 
next presidential campaign. 

Colonel McCormick, because of his rabid 
nationalistic views, represents the head and 
horns of what is left of the old isolationist ele- 
ment of the country. Mr. Willkie is the very 
antithesis of all of this. His views are so 
closely related to those of President Roosevelt 
on the subject that there is little or no material 
difference between them. 

bas Hence a contest between the Chicago pub- 
lisher and the past Republican nominee would tend to clear the 
ground as to our future foreign policy. If Colonel McCormick suc- 
ceeded in becoming the G. O. P. Candidate the issue could be 
fought out in the later election. If he were defeated by Mr. Will- 
kie the issue would not even get into the presidential campaign. 
The Republican party could offer two no more opposing view- 
points than is reflected in the attitude of these men. One is a dyed- 
in-the-wool Tory of the old moth-eaten Hoover economic con- 
cept; the other, Mr. Willkie, of course, is a liberal of the first 
order. They would give the Republicans an opportunity to pass 
upon the party’s ancient traditions of conservatism and isolationism 
at one and the same time. 


DAREN’T FACE ELECTORATE But Colonel McCormick 
evidently hasn't got the 


courage to face the electorate on these issues. He is content to 
continue his mouthy protests against the progressive order of 
events without subjecting himself to the test of the electorate. 

No one can doubt what the outcome of such a contest would 
be. If current polls of national sentiment mean anything, Mr. Will- 
kie would run the colonel ragged. The colonel isn’t so dumb that 
he doesn’t know this, which explains the manner in which he took 
to cover when the challenge was issued. 

Mr. Willkie, of course, knows it also, which explains his dis- 
appointment over the challenge being refused. Nothing could have 
suited the Willkie presidential plans better. Had the colonel ac- 
cepted here would have been a battle that would have excluded 
all the lesser fry. There would have been no place in the contest 
for the usual display of favorite-son candidates, who traditionally 
clutter up a presidential race with their unimportant presence. 


WILLKIE IS RIGHT A fight of the kind, narrowed down to 


two contestants, would be made to order 
for Mr. Willkie. Because he obviously is on the right side—the 
popular side—of the issue his opponent would be hopelessly slaugh- 
tered from the start. 

It is too bad Colonel McCormick hasn't got the courage of his 
convictions. It would do him good to-find out just how he is 
regarded by the country. 

Meantime, the Willkie declaration as to his presidential aims 
has occasioned no surprise in Washington. Political circles here 
have looked upon him as a sure candidate from the start. No 
sooner was he defeated in 1940 than he began making prepara- 
tions for another shot at the nomination in 1944. Practically 
everything he has done within the past three years has been to 
this end. 

He may still wind up as the party nominee, but the odds at 
the moment still appear to be against him. The old-line leaders 
are opposed to him about as much as ever. They hardly ever 
mention his name in private without some preceding expletive. 


WON’T BE CONTROLLED The old-liners don’t like him 


, because they can’t control him. 
With a mind of his own, Willkie likes to do things his own way. 
The Republican party traditionally has accepted only those presi- 
dential candidates who have been willing to subordinate them- 
selves to the party. Hoover, Coolidge, Harding, Taft, for example, 
to name the last four. 

Theodore Roosevelt was an exception to the rule, which ex- 
plains why the party ditched him when he sought to come back 
after an interval of four years. 

About the only chance Willkie seems to have for the Old Guard 
leaders to relent is for the situation to shape up where it appears 
the nomination will not be worth anything. In that case they may 
pay him off with a second nomination as a means of getting rid 
of him. They might allow him to go through on the theory that 
two defeats would end him as a political force.

ATLANTA GEOGRAPHY As a

It is somewhat strange that the publicity forces which have 
flashed the name and fame of Atlanta across five continents and 
the seven seas have neglected such a juicy morsel as this, such an 
undeniable civic asset. Other cities have just geography. Atlanta 
has Atlanta geography, a distinction which will be readily recog- 
nized by every Georgian. Atlanta’s geography is tnteresting, orig- 
inal, at times startling in its audacity; and, it has been charged on 
occasion, almost approaches the dramatic. There is no other brand 
quite so weird. : 

Through the years I have studied its pattern, endeavoring to 
capture its well-kept secret. Some little progress has been made, 
trying to unravel the mystery. But I can't yet figure out why you 
have to pass through West End to get to East Point. .~ 

A good many years ago a national convention was held in Ate 
Janta and the Bill Hartsfield of that day and generation gave the 
delegates a truly warm welcome to the city.. He said there was 
nothing small or provincial in Atlanta’s outlook, that it was a cns- 
mopolitan center giving a glad welcome to anybody from anywhere. 
The president of the body, who the afternoon before had gotien 
lost in a tangle of streets around Five Points, made a most feeling 
and earnest response. “After my. experience yesterday afternoon.” 
he confided, “I can well say that what the honorable mayor says is 
emphatically true, that Atlanta knows no north, no south, no east 
and no west!” 

There is a saying among us Georgians that if you start out from 
Five Points in Atlanta, in any direction, and walk long enough, you 
will come back to the starting point. No doubt this is true. But 
the catch is, that while the demonstration could be made, it would 
take too long to make the circuit. 


ELEVATOR OPERATOR’S ERROR There used to be an 


elevator operator in 
one of the city’s tall buildings who always announced “ATLANTA, 
GEORGIA,” with great triumph when his car reached the ground 
floor. It was a purely thoughtless act, of course, and the young 
fellow did not realize the enormity of his offense. He was proud 
of Atlanta and this gave him opportunity to shout its name a good 
many times each day. The Chamber of Commerce quite properly 
took cognizance of the distressed incident and a committee called 
on the elevator boy. “Young man,” said the spokesman, solemnly, 
“it is not necessary to tell anybody when they’re in Atlanta. it’s 
really an insult to their intelligence to make such an announcement. 
Why, people begin to get the feel, the touch, the magic of Atlanta 
when they’re 10 or 15 miles out, and once in the city limits, the 
feeling that comes over them, young man, is something they could 
not experience anywhere else on earth. They see, without being 
told, that the grass is greener, the flowers are prettier, the skies 
are bluer, the men are more knightly, the women are fairer. the 
buildings are taller, the traffic is thicker, the sidewalks are more 
packed, and the hustling is more hustling than in any other city 
in the world.

THE KIMBALL ROOF The old Kimball House, for so many 


years the political headquarters of

In a way, and still possesses that distinction. In all the turns and 
twists of politics the Kimball House treated all factions alike. was 
polite and smiling to everybody, played no favorites. Indeed, it 
was so meticulously careful in treating everybody just right and 
offending nobody that this extended even to the raindrops that fel! 
on its roof; the hotel management did not wish to show partiality 
either to the Atlantic ocean or the Gulf of Mexico, and so carefully 
divided its roof water between the ocean and the gulf, a fair di- 
vision that obtains to this day. | 

Now, this division of water on the Kimball House roof always 
seemed such a beautiful story I began to wonder if it was not too 
good to be true. Thus, two rain drops falling side by side from 
the weeping clouds could strike up a firm friendship on the way 
down—in truth, there was nothing else to do except be sociable— 
and imagination shows them falling near the center of the roof: 
one of them bouncing off on the side that drains into the Ocmulgee 
river, the other landing, by a matter of a couple of inches, in 
Chattahoochee river territory. It is a pathetic thing, the separation 
of the two new friends by such a close margin, and one feels a bit 
saddened over it. 

As I say, this old Kimball House roof story just seemed—well, 
a little too good. So, a few years ago I sat down and wrote the 
city engineering department of Atlanta to get the truth of this 
thing. The engineer’s office confirmed the story and gave the 
route by which some of the Kimball House roof water traveled to 
the Ocmulgee and the route by which the remainder of the water 
made its way into the Chattahoochee.

President Roosevelt believes himself chosen by the people te 
manage America, and he intends to manage it. 

The constitution makes him commander-in-chief of the Army 
and Navy, and he has assumed this responsibility in full. The ad- 
mirals and generals meet to discuss strategy, but he presides as 
chairman of the board. Nothing is done without his okeh. Offi- 
cers at the front decide how to use war material, but he decides 
which front shall get it. 

Lippman thinks the President neglects or ignores the home 
front because the job of directing the war takes all of his time and 
energy, but this is true only in part. He neglects some important 
matters because no man can handle a dozen big jobs and do jus- 
tice to all, but he has everything under control. 

In all of his official family, there is no man who is more than 
an errand boy. This is not meant to disparage them, for nearly 
all have much more ability than they are permitted to use. They 
can originate ideas, but cannot originate action without his approval. 
Their job is to serve as his lieutenants and carry out his plans. They 
all make regular reports to him. They hold the reins, but he telis 
them where to drive. If they are unwilling to do things his way, 


they go out. 

From the first he has insisted upon‘ helpers who would “go 
along with him.” (No man wants helpers who won't help.) The 
supreme court blocked some of his plans at first, but later he was 
able to appoint men who shared his ideas. He no longer sends 
“must legislation” to congress, complete to the last comma, and 
congress has lately asserted its independence, but he still deter- 
mines government policies. No important decision is made cone 
cerning the conduct of the war or national affairs or any publie 
matter that is not his decision. He is chief. He manages America. 


When critics scold “the administration” or the War Department, 
or any one of the alphabetical] bureaus, the people are often misled. 
Nobody has power to make final decisions except Roosevelt. The 
mistakes are his and the successes are his. Some appointee serves 
as whipping boy when things go wrong, but the fault is not his. 
The action was his, but Roosevelt pulled the strings. 

When the Roosevelt-haters profanely blame “that man” for 
everything bad that happens, the words may be wrong but the 
idea is right. That man runs the works. Whatever blame or praise 
is due, for any official act or policy, it is due to him.

Monday.—I must tell you a little about our 
one of those rare and wonderful days when 
the atmosphere was so clear that both Mt, Baker and Mt. Rainier 
could be seen in their full grandeur, snow-cov- 
ered and gleaming in the sun.

They tell me that groups like this are functioning on every 
coast, but 1 have not seen such a parade before. It certainly gave 
mea great sense of pride in the initiative and self-sacrifice shown 
by the people of these neighboring harbor cities. HH is good for us 
who live so much of our time in Washington, D. C., to see first 
hand what the nation is doing in the war effort. 

When you are in the capitol city vou tend to think that -every- 
thing centers there, that all the work is done there, and you forget 
that Washington is only a center from which ideas and sugges- 
tions radiate.
